In continuous existence ever since. 


In 1835, finding 15 families in 


the county too many for him, he 
recruited a small band of follow- 
ers and migrated to

J, S. Murchison Is the great- 


grandson of Isaac Parker, one of 
the two cons of John Parker who 
were lef* in Illinois.

DR. WILL MILLER RECEIV-

Dr. Will Miller, acting director 


of the Coralcana-Navarro health 
department, has been appointed an 
assistant collaborating Epidemio- 
logist in the U. S. Public Health 
Service at a salary of one dollar 
a year, which is an appointment as 
representative of the Public Health 
Service »n Corslcana for the 
pur- 


pose of collecting reports of com- 
municable diseases. 


The plan was devised by 
the 


Public Health Service to 
obtain 


better reporting of communicable 
diseases. 


"The Tx>sition is purely nominal," 


he said. "We have been required to 
report all such diseases to the Col- 
laborating Epidemiologist in Aus- 
tin. The appointment is an effort 
on the part of the Federal govern- 
ment to obtain better results 
In 
this respect from some localities." 


Asks Co-operation 


He said that he hoped local phy- 


•1 clans would extend more coop- 
eration than they have shown In 
the past to the Corslcana-Navarro 
Health Department in 
reporting 


the existence of communicable di- 
seases. The weakly report compiled 
by the local health unit Is forward- 
ed to the U, S. Public Health Ser- 
vice through 
the 
Collaborating 


Epidemiologist in the State fiealth 
Department In Austin 


"The Federal government wants 
this 
informtaion so that it can 


•end 
Epidemiologists 
to areas 


where high percentages of commu- 
nicable diseases exist and thereby 
help to eradicate them. 
Texas 
gets little of this help because we 
don't report diseases the wny we 
•hould. We rank 36 In the country 
in a table of comparisons on the 
completeness of informs tion aub- 
mltted on this subject " 


Some Fall to Report 


More than half of the local phy- 


sicians never report a communica- 
ble disease f.o the health depart- 
ment, Dr. Miller said. 


"Neither the local health depart- 


ment nor the state department has 
an accurate picture of what is hap- 
pening here because of this failure 
of Corsicana doctors to report con- 
tagious diseases." 


"They just don't take the time to 
do It and it would take only a cou- 
ple of minutes each week to make 
the report/' he.said. "And they also 
•eem to fear that their patlenta 
would 
be quarantined and they 


don't want the patients quarantin- 
ed." 


Only a handful of communicable 


disease* are subject to tha applica- 
tion of a quarantine, he pointed out, 
and it Is never imposed 
without 


the sanction of the family physi- 


. clan. He also said that It was not 


required that the physician 
give 


the name of the patient. 
WI hope they will understand that 


we Just want the figures, not th« 
names. If we have a case of ty- 
phoid in the county, we want to 
know about it so we will 
know 


what to do. The state health de- 
partment and the U. S., Public 
Health Service also want to know 
about it."

! fever in Corsicana and a third In 


I the county, Dr. Will Miller, acting 
director of the Corslcann-Navarro 
health department, reported Mon- 
day afternoon. 


"One 
of these cases Is new," he 


said. "The other two have already 
been reported In the newspapers." 


The .intent Is have been placed 


under a strict quarantine In an ef- 
fort to prevent spread of the high- 
ly contafctous disease. 


Typhus fever begins with symp- 


toms similar to typhoid fever but 
there Is no tenderness of the ab- 
domen and the patient's fever runs 
higher, with dark flushing of the 
skin. Fatalities average no higher 
than those caused by typhoid fev- 
er. 


Like typhoid, typhun fever Is 
a 


filth borne disease found chiefly 
In crowded conditions where sani- 
tary rules are not followed, health 
officials point out.

He added that persistent reports 


of sore throats by

people 


were hoard by him but that this 
was also nothing to cause alarm. 


"These epidemics of nore throat 


"We don't 
know what causes them. They are 
here one dny, then they go away.

diarrhoea don't seem to

connected in any

a statement by H, C. Robinson, 
county ag"ent. Excessive early-seas- 
on rains, followed by the continu- 
ing drought, were ascribed an the 
principal reasons for the reduced 
production this year% 
The npring rains caused seventy- 


five percent of tl.e cotton crop to 
be planted four to six weeks after 
the normal planting time, Robinson 
pointed out. Early cotton planted 
In April before the rainy season 
grew up In weeds and grass and 
much was replanted. That not re- 
planted was expensive to work out. 


Insect Infestation

the season has been checked

the continued dry weather condi-
